Seven  Centennial  Professors 
for  Fall  Term 


This  fall  sees  the  arrival  on  the  St.  George 
Campus  of  seven  more  scholars,  and  distin- 
guished men  of  affairs,  who  are  Centennial 
Professors  at  the  University  through  the 
generosity  of  alumni  donors  to  the  Varsity 
Fund.  One  Centennial  Professor  was  here 
in  September  and  the  others  will  be  on  cam- 
pus for  varying  periods  in  the  next  couple 
of  months. 

Prof.  C.  H.  Townes,  Nobel  Prize  winner, 
former  Provost  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology,  and  now  Professor  at  Large 
at  the  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  was 
a leading  participant  in  the  lectures  that 
marked  the  official  opening  of  the  McLennan 
Physical  Laboratories  in  September. 

The  first  Centennial  Professor  in  October 
will  be  Arnold  Smith,  Secretary-General  of 
the  Commonwealth.  Mr.  Smith,  an  Arts 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Toronto, 
Rhodes  Scholar,  and  student  of  law  at 
Gray’s  Inn,  London,  has  had  a long  and 
notable  career  in  the  British  and  Canadian 
diplomatic  corps,  including  service  as  Cana- 
dian Ambassador  to  Cairo  and  to  Moscow. 
Mr.  Smith  became  Secretary-General  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  August  1965. 

Mr.  Smith  will  lead  two  seminars  for 
invited  guests  on  Monday,  October  2 and 
on  Thursday,  October  5,  in  the  Galbraith 
Building’s  Council  Chambers.  The  seminars 
will  deal  with  “The  Role  of  the  Common- 


wealth Secretariat”  and  “The  Handling  of 
an  Intra-Commonwealth  Dispute”. 

The  Secretary-General  will  give  one 
public  lecture,  on  “Canada  and  the  New 
Commonwealth”  in  Convocation  Hall  on 
Wednesday,  October  4,  at  8.30  p.m. 

Dr.  Josef  Pieper,  internationally  known 
philosopher,  will  be  on  campus  from  Octo- 
ber 8 to  29.  Educated  in  Miinster  and 
Berlin,  he  has  taught  at  the  Universities  of 
Mainz,  Munich,  and  Wilhelms  University, 
Munster;  has  been  visiting  professor  at 
the  Free  University,  Berlin;  University  of 
Notre  Dame,  and  Stanford  University;  and 
has  lectured  in  India,  Japan,  Formosa,  and 
the  Philippines.  In  1964  he  was  granted  an 
honorary  degree  by  the  theological  faculty, 
University  of  Munich.  Dr.  Pieper  will  give 
three  public  Centennial  Lectures  on  Wed- 
nesdays at  8.15  p.m.  on  Oct.  11,  18  and  25 
in  the  new  Student-Faculty  Centre  of  St. 
Michael’s  College.  His  titles  are  “The  Con- 
cept of  Philosophy”;  History  and  Hope”; 
and  “Real  and  Artificial  Feasts”.  Seminars 
open  to  staff  and  students  will  also  be  held, 
the  times  and  places  to  be  announced. 

One  of  the  world’s  most  distinguished 
archaeologists,  Dr.  Andrew  Alfoldi,  professor 
emeritus  at  the  Institute  for  Advanced 
Study,  Princeton,  N.J.,  will  be  here  for  the 
last  three  weeks  of  October  and  the  first 
week  of  November.  Dr.  Alfoldi,  after 
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obtaining  his  doctorate  in  Budapest  in  1918, 
taught  at  the  Universities  of  Debrecen  and 
Budapest  in  Hungary,  Berne  and  Basle  in 
Switzerland,  before  his  appointment  as  pro- 
fessor of  Roman  history  at  the  Institute  for 
Advanced  Study  in  1955.  He  retired  from 
that  position  and  became  professor  emeritus 
in  1966.  He  has  honorary  degrees  from  the 
universities  of  Utrecht,  Ghent,  Bonn  and 
Paris,  is  an  internationally  known  numisma- 
tist, and  has  won  several  high  academic 
honours.  Dr.  Alfoldi  will  give  three  public 
lectures  on  the  general  theme  “Greek  and 
Roman  Art:  A Mirror  of  Politics,  Religion 
and  Literature”  on  Tuesdays,  Oct.  17,  24 
and  31,  at  4.15  p.m.  in  Room  202,  McLen- 
nan Physical  Laboratories. 

Sir  James  Duff,  co-author  of  the  now 
famous  report,  University  Government  in 
Canada,  will  be  a Centennial  Professor  from 
October  22  to  November  23.  He  will 
give  three  public  lectures  on  Nov.  6,  13  and 
20  on  the  subjects  “British  Universities: 
Types  and  Recent  Developments”  and  “The 
New  Universities  in  Britain’s  Former  Col- 
onies”. Details  as  to  times  and  places  will  be 
announced  in  the  November  Bulletin. 

Sir  James  Duff,  for  many  years  Vice- 


Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Durham, 
served  on  important  educational  commis- 
sions throughout  the  world.  The  Duff- 
Berdahl  Report  was  one  of  these.  It  was 
sponsored  by  the  (then)  National  Confer- 
ence of  Canadian  Universities  and  Colleges 
and  the  Canadian  Association  of  University 
Teachers. 

Dr.  William  E.  Swinton,  former  director 
of  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum,  continues  as 
a Centennial  Professor,  and  will  give  two 
series  of  lectures  again  this  session.  The  first 
of  a series  of  six  weekly  lectures,  on  Wed- 
nesday afternoons  at  4 p.m.  in  Room  2117, 
Sidney  Smith  Hall,  is  on  Nov.  15.  The  title 
is  “Are  the  Missing  Links  Still  Missing?” 
A series  of  eight  lectures  on  “Evolution  in 
the  Nineteenth  Century— Without  the  Dar- 
wins” will  begin  in  January. 

The  seventh  Centennial  Professor  for  the 
fall  term  is  to  be  Professor  Harry  Johnson, 
the  celebrated  Toronto-born  economist,  who 
divides  his  time  between  the  London  School 
of  Economics  and  the  University  of  Chicago. 
It  is  expected  that  he  will  spend  some  time 
at  the  University  of  Toronto  in  November, 
although  final  arrangements  have  not  been 
completed.

Sir  James  Duff  and  Professor  Robert  O. 
Berdahl,  authors  of  University  Government 
in  Canada  ( 1966)  will  be  there. 

The  meetings  are  being  sponsored  by  the 
Committee  on  Instruction  and  Research  in 
Higher  Education,  with  Dr.  Edward  F. 
Sheffield,  Professor  of  Higher  Education,  as 
chairman.  While  the  program  details  are  not 
firm,  Professor  Sheffield  is  planning  that  the 
morning  session  should  be  devoted  to  criti- 
cal comment  on  the  Duff-Berdahl  report, 
with  a response  by  Sir  James  and  Professor 


Berdahl.  The  afternoon  will  be  given  over 
to  reports  on  reform  or  plans  for  reform  of 
university  governments,  followed  by  general 
discussion  and  comment  by  Sir  James  and 
Professor  Berdahl. 

Professor  Sheffield  hopes  for  a good  atten- 
dance from  this  and  other  Canadian  univer- 
sities. A special  effort  is  being  made  to 
attract  those  who  met  Sir  James  and  Pro- 
fessor Berdahl  on  their  visits  to  the  universi- 
ties and  those  who  are  involved  in  plans  for 
reform  of  university  government.

Academic  Tenure 


The  Nature  of  Academic  Tenure 

Tenure,  as  understood  herein,  is  the  hold- 
ing by  a member  of  the  professorial  staff 
of  the  University  of  a continuing  full-time 
appointment  which  the  University  has  re- 
linquished the  freedom  to  terminate  before 
the  normal  age  of  retirement  except  for 
cause  and  under  the  conditions  specified  in 
(14)  - (30)  below. 

Tenure  provides  a necessary  safeguard 
for  free  enquiry  and  discussion,  the  exercise 
of  critical  capacities,  honest  judgment,  and 
independent  criticism  of  matters  both  outside 
and  within  the  University. 

Tenure  entails  acceptance  by  a member 
of  the  University  of  the  obligation  to  per- 
form conscientiously  his  functions  as  a 
teacher  and  a scholar. 

Tenure  shall  be  granted  only  by  a definite 
act,  under  stipulated  conditions  on  the  basis 
of  merit. 


The  Granting  of  Tenure 

(1)  To  qualify  for  tenure  the  individual 
should  have  demonstrated  academic  excel- 
lence in  his  field  and  should  have  shown 
his  willingness  to  accept  reasonable  univer- 
sity responsibilities. 

(2)  When  an  initial  appointment  to  this 
University  is  to  carry  tenure,  the  recom- 
mendation shall  be  cleared  by  a committee 
similar  to  or  identical  with  the  Tenure 
Committee  described  in  ( 6 ) below. 

(3)  Professors  shall  be  granted  tenure  on 
appointment. 

(4)  A person  appointed  to,  or  promoted 
to,  the  rank  of  Associate  Professor  shall 
either  be  given  tenure  on  appointment  or  be 


given  a three-year  appointment;  in  the  latter 
case  he  shall  be  considered  for  tenure  in  not 
more  than  three  years. 

(5)  Assistant  Professors  shall  be  con- 
sidered for  tenure  after  a probationary 
period  of  six  years.  If  these  six  years  have 
been  spent  in  full-time  instruction  at  this 
University,  three  of  them  should  have  been 
at.  the  professorial  level.  If  an  Assistant 
Professor  has  been  newly  appointed  in  this 
University,  the  probationary  period  should 
be  four  years  of  full-time  service  in  this 
University  provided  that  the  appointee  has 
served  a minimum  of  two  years  in  full-time 
service  in  the  rank  of  lecturer,  its  equivalent 
or  higher  at  some  other  recognized  institu- 
tion of  higher  learning  or  research  institute 
whose  standing  satisfies  this  University. 
Under  exceptional  circumstances  the  proba- 
tionary period  may  be  shorter  than  this,  and 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Department  the  question  of  tenure  may  be 
considered  at  an  earlier  time. 

(6)  In  the  spring  term  of  the  year  pre- 
ceding the  last  year  of  the  probationary 
period,  a Tenure  Committee  shall  meet  to 
decide  whether  or  not  the  member  of  the 
professorial  staff  shall  be  recommended  for 
tenure.  The  Tenure  Committee  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty, 
Director  of  the  School  or  Principal  of  the 
College  in  consultation  with  the  Chairman 
of  the  Department  concerned.  The  Chair- 
man of  the  Department  shall  be  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee.  The  Committee 
shall,  in  addition  to  its  Chairman,  the  Dean, 
Director  or  Principal,  and  the  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Graduate  Studies  or  his  representa- 
tive, consists  of  four  members  of  the 
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professorial  staff  having  tenure,  at  least  two 
of  whom  should  be  from  the  Department 
involved.  Any  members  of  the  Tenure 
Committee  who  are  not  members  of  the 
Department  involved  should  come  from 
cognate  departments.  (In  Faculties  or 
Schools  where  no  departmental  organization 
exists,  the  principles  outlined  above  for  De- 
partments will  apply  to  Faculties.)  A recom- 
mendation to  grant  tenure  must  be  approved 
by  at  least  five  of  the  seven  members  of  the 
Committee. 

(7)  The  Tenure  Committee  shall  recom- 
mend (a)  that  tenure  be  granted,  or  (b) 
that  the  appointment  be  terminated  after 
one  further  full  academic  year  of  service, 
or  (c)  that  tenure  be  not  granted  but  that 
the  person  be  eligible  for  appointment  on  an 
annual  basis.  This  recommendation  shall 
be  made  to  the  Dean,  Director  or  Principal 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Tenure  Committee 
for  transmission  to  the  President.  At  the 
same  time  the  professor  shall  be  informed. 

(8)  Under  exceptional  circumstances,  the 
President  of  the  University  in  consultation 
with  the  Dean,  Director  or  Principal  may 
have  a decision  of  the  Tenure  Committee 
reviewed  by  a special  committee  set  up  by 
him  which,  in  addition  to  members  of  the 
department,  may  include  members  from 
outside  the  department  or  from  outside  the 
University. 

( 9 ) On  acceptance  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  a recommendation  from  the 
President  on  the  granting  or  withholding 
of  tenure,  a formal  letter  shall  be  sent  by 
the  Board  to  the  professor  concerned,  setting 
out  the  new  terms  of  appointment. 

(10)  All  persons  having  tenure  under 
present  regulations  shall  receive  confirmation 
of  their  status. 


Termination  of  Appointments 

( 11 ) Termination  by  the  University  of  an 
appointment  with  tenure,  prior  to  the  normal 
age  of  retirement,  shall  occur  only  as 
established  by  the  procedures  outlined  be- 
low in  (14)  et  seq.  and  only  for  adequate 
cause,  namely  persistent  neglect  of  duty, 
inability  to  carry  out  reasonable  duties,  in- 
competence, or  gross  misconduct. 

( 12 ) If  a member  of  the  faculty  desires 
to  terminate  his  appointment  he  shall  give 
reasonable  notice  in  writing. 

( 13 ) Written  notice  that  a sessional 
appointment  to  the  academic  staff  is  not  to 
be  renewed  after  June  30  shall  be  given 
by  January  1 of  that  year. 


Procedures  Relating  to  Dismissal 

( 14 ) When  the  Dean  of  a Faculty,  Direc- 
tor of  a School  or  Principal  of  a College  is 
convinced  that  cause  for  dismissal  may 
exist,  notice  of  this  shall  be  given  by  him 
to  the  President  of  the  University  of  To- 
ronto. Before  the  President  makes  any  recom- 
mendation to  the  Board  of  Governors,  the 
procedures  outlined  in  (15)  et  seq.  shall  be 
initiated  by  him  and  carried  out. 

( 15 ) Before  any  formal  charges  are  laid 
or  before  a hearing  is  arranged  [ ( 16 ) be- 
low], there  shall  be  informal  mediation 
through  a meeting  of  the  professor  involved, 
a senior  administrator  and  a senior  professor 
acceptable  to  both  parties,  and  attempts  at 
a settlement  shall  be  made. 

(16)  If  such  informal  procedures  fail, 
the  professor  shall  be  informed  in  writing 
by  the  President  of  the  charges  against  him, 
and  of  the  fact  that  a Hearing  Committee 
will  be  set  up  to  consider  these  charges.  The 
charges  shall  be  set  out  in  sufficient  detail 
to  permit  him  to  prepare  his  defence,  and 
a reasonable  period  shall  be  allowed  for  this. 

(17)  The  Hearing  Committee  shall  be 
composed  of  three  professors  having  tenure, 
each  chosen  jointly  by  the  President  of  the 
University  and  the  professor  involved.  If 
after  three  weeks  agreement  on  the  person- 
nel of  the  Hearing  Committee  has  not  been 
reached,  the  most  senior  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Ontario  who  is  willing 
to  act  and  who  is  not  a member  of  the  Board 
of  Governors  of  the  University  of  Toronto 
shall  be  asked  to  name  the  three  professors. 

( 18 ) The  professor  involved  shall  be  in- 
formed in  writing  of  the  time  and  place  of 
the  hearing. 

(19)  Unless  and  until  the  Hearing  Com- 
mittee recommends  that  the  professor  in- 
volved be  dismissed,  and  the  Board  of 
Governors  acts  upon  such  a recommendation 
from  the  President,  the  professor  shall  retain 
his  position  in  the  University  and  his  salary, 
but  he  may,  at  his  own  or  the  Dean’s  request, 
be  temporarily  relieved  of  his  duties. 

(20)  The  professor  involved  shall  have 
the  right  to  appear  at  the  hearing. 

(21)  Only  evidence  relevant  to  the 
charges  as  initially  specified  shall  be  admis- 
sible at  the  hearing.  The  originators  of  the 
charges  shall  be  present. 

(22)  All  parties  involved  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  appear  with  counsel  ( or  other 
adviser ) at  any  stage  in  the  proceedings 
including  (15)  above,  if  they  so  desire. 

(23)  All  parties  or  their  counsels  shall 
have  the  right  to  cross-examine. 

( 24 ) Except  by  mutual  agreement  the 
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hearing  shall  be  in  private  with  only  the 
committee,  the  parties,  their  counsels  and 
the  witnesses  in  attendance. 

( 25 ) The  Hearing  Committee  shall  decide 
if  the  charges  are  substantiated  or  not,  and 
if  found  substantiated  the  Committee  shall 
decide  whether  or  not  they  are  serious 
enough  to  warrant  dismissal. 

( 26 ) The  decisions  shall  be  by  a majority 
vote  of  the  Committee. 

(27)  The  decisions  shall  be  transmitted 
to  the  President  by  the  Committee.  The 
President  shall  not  recommend  dismissal 
except  on  the  recommendation  of  such  a 
committee,  but  he  shall  be  free  to  veto  a 
recommendation  to  dismiss. 

( 28 ) Within  one  week  of  the  hearing,  the 
President  shall  send  to  the  professor  involved 
a detailed  statement  indicating  the  findings 
of  fact  and  the  judgment  of  the  Committee 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  charges  are  sub- 


stantiated and,  if  substantiated,  whether  or 
not  they  constitute  adequate  cause  for  dis- 
missal. A full  transcript  of  the  hearing  shall 
accompany  the  statement. 

( 29 ) If  the  Committee  finds  that  the 
charges  are  not  substantiated  or,  if  sub- 
stantiated, are  not  serious  enough  to  warrant 
dismissal,  the  matter  shall  then  be  dropped. 

(30)  If  the  Committee  finds  the  charges 
substantiated  and  serious  enough  to  warrant 
dismissal,  the  salary  and  the  University’s 
contribution  to  pension  shall  be  continued 
for  at  least  one  year  from  the  time  of 
notification  of  dismissal. 


Notification  of  Conditions  of  Employment 

(31)  All  regulations  pertaining  to  appoint- 
ments and  tenure  shall  be  given  in  writing 
to  newly  appointed  members  of  the  academic 
staff  of  the  University  of  Toronto. 


Academic  Administrators 

The  Appointment  and  Tenure  of  Administrative  Posts 
within  Academic  Departments  and  Divisions,  i.e.  chairmen  and  heads,  deans  and  directors 


Introduction 

The  following  regulations  deal  with  ques- 
tions related  to  academic  administration  and 
the  degree  of  responsible  involvement  of  the 
individual  in  the  proper  functioning  of  this 
administration.  Various  groupings  of  indi- 
viduals and  disciplines  have  evolved  within 
the  University  at  both  the  graduate  and 
undergraduate  levels  and  in  some  instances 
this  has  made  difficult  the  formulation  of 
general  regulations. 

The  “divisions”  of  the  University  that  are 
considered  herein  are  faculties,  schools,  col- 
leges and  institutes. 

“Departments”  are  units  within  a division, 
comprising  a number  of  members  of  the 
University  primarily  concerned  with  a par- 
ticular subject  or  discipline. 

Important  positions  in  the  organization 
that  are  considered  are  those  of  chairmen 
of  departments  and  deans  or  directors  of 
larger  groupings  which  normally  would  em- 
brace constituent  departments.  Some  facul- 
ties such  as  Music  and  Law  seem  to  be 
more  nearly  equivalent  to  Departments  em- 
bracing several  aspects  of  the  same  discipline. 

The  positions  of  chairmen,  deans  and 
directors  should  continue  to  be  held  by 
persons  who  are  themselves  teachers  and 
scholars  but  who  are  willing  to  assume,  for 


a time,  special  responsibility  for  the  har- 
monious and  effective  functioning  of  the 
part  of  the  University  in  which  their  appoint- 
ment lies.  The  manner  of  their  selection, 
and  nature  and  scope  of  their  duties  and 
the  length  of  time  they  are  to  hold  office 
are  matters  meriting  general  definition  and 
the  specific  regulations  which  follow. 

The  Office  of  the  Chairman 

( 1 ) Henceforth  “head”  of  the  department 
shall  be  designated  chairman  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

( 2 ) The  chairman  of  a department  should 
be  appointed  for  his  intellectual  and  ad- 
ministrative abilities,  devotion  to  education 
and  research,  common  sense  and  qualities 
of  leadership.  He  should  have  the  ability  to 
create  an  environment  conducive  to  the 
growth  of  intellectual  life  within  the  depart- 
ment and  to  maintain  the  confidence  and 
co-operation  of  his  colleagues. 

(3)  The  departmental  chairman  should 
put  the  interest  of  the  department  ahead  of 
his  own  research  interest  or  the  interest 
of  his  own  specialty  or  section. 

(4)  The  chairman  of  the  department 
should  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the 
department  and  act  as  such.  He  should 
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consult  with  other  members  of  the  depart- 
ment on  matters  of  policy  and  practice  as 
outlined  in  ( 5 ) below,  but  in  the  last 
analysis,  should  be  responsible  for  decisions 
made  by  the  department  and  hence  must 
have  the  authority  to  make  such  decisions, 
as  well  as  the  obligation  to  report  any 
significant  dissent. 

(5)  In  the  making  and  development  of 
departmental  policy  the  chairman  should 
seek  the  advice  of  the  department  expressed 
either  through  a representative  committee 
of  senior  members  or  a meeting  of  the 
whole  department.  The  division  of  duties 
between  these  two  bodies  may  be  expected 
to  vary  from  department  to  department,  but 
in  general  such  matters  as  undergraduate 
curricula  should  be  discussed  and  approved 
by  the  department  as  a whole,  while  appoint- 
ments and  promotions  and  other  confidential 
matters  should  be  discussed  with  a senior 
committee.  In  large  departments  it  may  be 
desirable  to  appoint  a small  executive  com- 
mittee including,  if  deemed  necessary,  one 
or  more  Vice  or  Associate  Chairmen  to  assist 
the  Chairman  in  the  day  to  day  running  of 
the  department.  In  such  departments  it 
might  also  be  desirable  to  make  use  of  other 
standing  committees. 

(6)  There  should  be  regularly  scheduled 
meetings  of  the  senior  committee  and  of  the 
whole  department. 

(7)  Individual  members  of  the  depart- 
ment should  be  protected  as  much  as  pos- 
sible from  a degree  of  involvement  in  the 
work  of  committees  that  would  interfere 
with  their  research  activity  or  other  scholarly 
pursuits. 

(8)  Normally  the  term  of  office  of  a de- 
partmental chairman  shall  be  5 years  with 
the  possibility  of  one  renewal,  the  term  of 
office  not  to  extend  beyond  age  65.  No 
further  renewal  after  two  terms  shall  be 
considered  except  where  very  unusual  cir- 
cumstances exist  which,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  President,  make  such  consideration 
desirable. 

(9)  The  administrative  load  of  the  de- 
partmental chairman  shall  be  reduced  suf- 
ficiently to  permit  him  to  retain  reasonable 
contact  with  his  area  of  research  or 
scholarly  interest.  To  this  end: 

(a)  where  desirable,  vice-chairman  and/or 
other  departmental  officers  should  be  ap- 
pointed within  the  department  with 
specific  responsibilities  to  the  chairman  in 
certain  areas,  and 

(b)  senior  non-academic  personnel  should 
be  appointed  to  supervise,  e.g.,  bookkeep- 
ing, accounting,  physical  facilities  and 


technical  personnel  of  the  department, 
and 

(c)  where  necessary,  research  assistance 
should  be  provided  for  the  chairman  to 
maintain  the  continuity  of  his  research 
work. 

(10)  The  salary  of  the  retiring  chairman 
shall  not  be  reduced  when  he  relinquishes 
his  administrative  duties  after  a normal  term 
and  prior  to  the  normal  age  of  retirement 
and  if  he  has  not  taken  sabbatical  leave 
during  his  term  of  office  he  shall  be  entitled 
to  a year’s  leave  of  absence. 

Appointment  of  a Departmental  Chairman 

(11)  The  appointment  of  a departmental 
chairman  shall  be  on  the  recommendation 
of  a special  committee  set  up  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  University  in  consultation  with 
the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  Director  of  the 
School  or  Principal  of  the  College  in  which 
this  department  lies.  The  chairman  of  this 
committee  shall  be  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty, 
Director  of  the  School,  Principal  of  the 
College  or  his  representative.  The  committee 
shall  also  include  one  Associate  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  (where  applicable),  members  of  one 
or  two  closely  associated  departments  within 
this  University,  the  Dean  of  the  School  of 
Graduate  Studies  or  his  representative,  and 
at  least  two  members,  not  necessarily  from 
this  University,  representing  the  field  of  the 
department  to  which  the  chairman  is  to  be 
appointed. 

(12)  If  the  name  of  a member  of  the 
appointment  committee  comes  up  for  serious 
consideration,  that  member  should  resign 
from  the  appointment  committee. 

( 13 ) Each  member  of  the  department 
shall  be  informed  of  the  plan  to  appoint  a 
new  chairman  and  of  the  membership  of 
the  appointment  committee,  and  invited  to 
communicate  to  a member  of  the  committee 
his  or  her  opinion  concerning  a suitable 
candidate  within  or  outside  the  department. 
The  committee  shall  consider  the  names 
suggested  but  also  any  additional  names 
arising  from  any  other  source  such  as  con- 
sultation with  departments  in  other  univer- 
sities. The  recommendation  of  this  committee 
shall  be  transmitted  by  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  to  the  President  of  the  University, 
who  shall  thereafter  inform  the  committee 
of  his  decision. 

( 14 ) Renewals  of  the  term  of  office  of  a 
departmental  chairman  [including  renewal 
under  unusual  circumstances  as  provided  in 
(8)  above]  shall  be  on  the  recommendation 
of  a committee  constituted  as  in  section 
( 11 ) above. 
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(15)  In  the  event  that  there  is  continued 
friction  between  the  chairman  and  the  de- 
partment, the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  shall 
appoint  a committee  to  consider  the  facts 
and  recommend  a course  of  action.  The 
constitution  of  this  committee  shall  be  simi- 
lar to  that  of  the  committee  of  appointment. 

Appointment  of  Chairmen  of  Graduate 
Departments 

( 16 ) The  foregoing  recommendations  as- 
sume that  the  Chairman  of  the  University 
Department  would  also  be  the  Chairman  of 
the  Graduate  Department.  This  practice  is 
regarded  as  ideal  in  normal  circumstances, 
and  any  departure  from  it  should  not 
weaken  the  present  tradition  of  having  the 
Graduate  Department  made  up  of  qualified 
members  of  the  University  Department  or, 
in  the  case  of  College  subjects,  of  qualified 
members  of  the  College  Departments.  The 
need  for  a separate  Graduate  Chairman  is 
most  likely  to  arise  in  the  case  of  college 


subjects,  where  the  President  shall  be  free, 
on  the  advice  of  a committee  similar  to  that 
described  in  (11)  above,  to  appoint  a 
Graduate  Chairman  regardless  of  his  college 
affiliation;  whenever  it  is  feasible,  the  chair- 
manship of  the  graduate  department  in  a 
college  subject  ought  not  to  be  held  con- 
currently with  the  chairmanship  of  one  of 
the  College  Departments.  Before  recom- 
mending the  appointment  the  President 
shall  obtain  the  concurrence  of  the  Heads 
of  the  Arts  Colleges. 

The  Office  of  Dean  or  Director 

( 17 ) The  qualities  required  for  the  Chair- 
man of  a Department  [(2)  above]  should 
also  be  requisites  for  the  Dean  of  a Faculty 
or  Director  of  a School. 

(18)  In  a Faculty  or  School  where  no 
departmental  organization  exists  and  the 
senior  academic  officer  has  the  functions  of 
a departmental  chairman,  recommendations 
( 3 ) to  ( 7 ) will  apply. 


Appointment  of  Deans  of  Faculties,  Associate  Deans  of  Faculties,  Dean  of  the  School  of 
Graduate  Studies,  Associate  Deans  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  and  Directors  of 
Schools  and  Institutes  ( where  applicable ) 


( 19 ) In  the  appointment  of  the  Dean  of 
a Faculty,  a special  advisory  committee  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
versity, after  reference  to  the  chairmen  of 
constituent  departments,  this  committee  to 
be  composed  of  3 or  4 members  of  that 
faculty,  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies  or  his  representative,  and  2 or  3 
other  qualified  scholars  from  within  or  out- 
side this  University.  The  chairman  of  this 
committee  shall  be  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
versity or  his  nominee.  The  committee  shall 
consult  the  chairmen  of  departments  within 
the  faculty  (and,  in  the  case  of  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  and  Science,  the  Principals  of  the 
Arts  Colleges)  regarding  possible  candidates 
and  probable  recommendations.  All  members 
of  the  faculty  or  school  shall  be  informed 
of  the  membership  of  the  appointment  com- 
mittee and  their  opinions  invited  [as  in 
( 13)  above]. 

(20)  Associate  Deans  of  Faculties  shall 
be  appointed  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Dean  of  the  Faculty  after  consultation  with 
chairmen  of  departments  with  which  the 
Associate  Dean  would  be  concerned. 

(21)  In  the  appointment  of  the  Dean  of 
the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  a special 
advisory  committee  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President,  to  be  composed  of  representa- 
tives of  each  of  the  divisions  of  the  School 


of  Graduate  Studies,  at  least  two  of  whom 
shall  be  Deans  of  Faculties.  All  members  of 
the  academic  staff  teaching  in  the  School  of 
Graduate  Studies  shall  be  informed  of  the 
membership  of  the  appointment  committee, 
and  their  opinions  invited  [as  in  ( 13 ) 
above].  The  chairman  of  this  committee 
shall  be  the  President  of  the  University  or 
his  nominee. 

(22)  In  the  appointment  of  Associate 
Deans  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies, 
the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  appro- 
priate Division  of  the  School  shall  submit 
one  or  more  names  to  the  Division;  if  more 
than  one  name  is  submitted,  the  Division 
shall  by  ballot  elect  one  of  these  names  for 
submission  to  the  President. 

(23)  In  the  appointment  of  Directors  of 
Schools  or  Institutes  a special  advisory  com- 
mittee shall  be  appointed  by  the  President 
of  the  University,  this  committee  to  be  com- 
posed of  2-4  members  of  the  school  or 
institute,  and  2 or  3 other  qualified  scholars 
from  within  or  outside  this  University.  The 
chairman  of  this  committee  shall  be  the 
President  or  his  nominee.  If  there  are  sepa- 
rate departments  within  the  School  or  Insti- 
tute, the  chairmen  of  these  departments 
shall  be  consulted  regarding  the  appointment 
of  a Director  before  a specific  recommenda- 
tion is  made.  All  members  of  the  School  or 
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Institute  shall  be  informed  of  the  member- 
ship of  the  appointment  committee,  and  their 
opinions  invited  [as  in  (13)  above]. 

(24)  If  the  name  of  a member  of  the 
appointment  committee  comes  up  for  serious 
consideration,  that  member  should  resign 
from  the  appointment  committee. 

( 25 ) If  a Dean,  Associate  Dean  or  Direc- 
tor is  appointed  from  the  faculty  of  this 
University  his  professorial  appointment 
should  be  retained;  if  someone  from  outside 
this  University  is  to  be  appointed  he  should 
be  acceptable  to  a department  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  appointed  to  that  department. 

( 26 ) The  normal  term  of  office  of  a Dean 
of  a Faculty  or  Director  of  a School  or 
Institute  shall  be  7 years,  the  term  of  office 
not  to  extend  beyond  age  65. 

(27)  The  salary  of  the  retiring  Dean  or 
Director  shall  not  be  reduced  when  he 


relinquishes  his  administrative  duties  prior 
to  the  normal  age  of  retirement,  and  if  he 
has  not  taken  leave  during  his  term  of  office 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  a year’s  leave  of 
absence. 


Special  Considerations 

(28)  The  recommendations  concerning 
tenure  of  administrative  posts  shall  apply  to 
existing  appointments  only  with  the  agree- 
ment of  the  individuals  involved. 

(29)  There  may  be  exceptions  to  the 
regulations  recommended  above  in  certain 
departments,  schools  or  institutes  in  which 
the  organization  is  sufficiently  atypical. 

(30)  Where  the  organization  of  the  de- 
partment, school  or  institute  is  grossly 
atypical,  the  plan  of  organization  should  be 
reviewed. 


Political  Candidacy 

Members  of  the  academic  profession  ought  to  be  as  free  as  the  members  of  any  other 
profession  to  choose  to  enter  public  life.  There  is  an  obligation  upon  the  University  as  an 
institution  to  see  to  it  that  no  impediments  are  placed  in  the  way  of  a member  of  the 
academic  staff  with  a desire  to  enter  public  life.  Some  members  of  the  academic  community 
can  make  worthwhile  contributions  to  political  life,  and  this  fact  should  be  recognized. 


(1)  A member  of  the  academic  staff  of 
the  University  of  Toronto  who  is  considering 
becoming  a candidate  for  public  office  shall 
consult  with  the  Chairman  of  his  Depart- 
ment (or  the  Director  of  his  School,  Insti- 
tute, etc.)  about  the  effect  of  his  political 
candidacy  on  the  academic  welfare  of  the 
Department,  bearing  in  mind  (a)  his  short- 
term absence  during  the  campaign  period, 
(b)  his  possible  long-term  absence,  and  (c) 
the  possibility  of  his  continuing  some 
academic  duties  on  a part-time  basis  if  the 
demands  of  his  public  service  permit.  If 
the  Chairman  of  his  Department  or  the 
Dean  of  his  Faculty  objects  to  his  can- 
didacy he  shall  state  the  grounds  of  his 
objection  both  to  the  prospective  candidate 
and  to  the  Dean  or  the  President.  No  Chair- 
man or  Dean,  while  such,  shall  become  a 
candidate  for  public  office. 

(2)  If  there  is  no  objection  to  the  can- 
didacy, the  staff  member  shall  be  entitled 
to  leave  of  absence  with  full  salary  during 
the  campaign  for  election  upon  the  follow- 
ing basis: 

(i)  for  election  to  the  Parliament  of  Canada: 

leave  for  the  equivalent  of  one  month; 


(ii)  for  election  to  the  Legislature  of  On- 
tario : leave  for  the  equivalent  of  one 
month; 

(iii)  for  election  to  a Municipal  Council  or 
Board  of  Education:  leave  for  the  equiva- 
lent of  five  days; 

(iv)  for  election  as  Mayor  of  Toronto  or 
Chairman  of  the  Toronto  Metropolitan 
Council,  or  the  Toronto  Board  of  Control: 
leave  for  the  equivalent  of  ten  days. 

The  period  of  leave  in  each  case  need  not  be 
taken  on  consecutive  days  or  necessarily  in 
whole  days.  This  entitlement  shall  apply 
to  the  candidate’s  first  and  second  campaigns, 
but  to  none  thereafter,  except  that  where 
he  is  defeated  in  his  first  candidacy  and 
elected  on  his  second,  he  may  claim  the 
same  entitlement  if  he  is  a candidate  at  the 
next  succeeding  election. 

(3)  If  the  staff  member  is  elected  he 
shall,  while  serving  in  the  office  to  which 
he  has  been  elected,  if  he  holds  an  appoint- 
ment other  than  a sessional  appointment,  be 
entitled  to  leave  of  absence  upon  the  follow- 
ing basis: 

(i)  Parliament:  leave  of  absence  without 
salary  for  a period  up  to  five  years; 
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(ii)  Legislature:  leave  of  absence  for  atten- 
dance at  the  sittings  of  the  Legislature, 
subject  to  a pro  rata  reduction  in  salary; 

(iii)  Municipal  Council  or  Board  of  Edu- 
cation: leave  of  absence  for  attendance 
at  sittings  of  the  Council  or  Board,  sub- 
ject to  a pro  rata  reduction  in  salary,  if 
significant; 

(iv)  Mayor  of  Toronto,  Chairman  of  the 
Toronto  Metropolitan  Council,  or  the 
Toronto  Board  of  Control:  leave  of  ab- 
sence without  salary. 

( 4 ) During  the  extended  leave,  the 
academic  member  shall  have  all  the  normal 
rights  of  members  on  leave  of  absence. 

(5)  If  a member  of  the  University  staff, 
whether  serving  as  such  or  on  leave  granted 
to  him  on  election  to  Parliament  or  the 
Legislature,  is  appointed  a Minister  of  the 
Crown,  he  will  be  expected  to  resign  his 
university  post. 

(6)  Arrangements  involving  full-time 
leave  of  absence  normally  shall  hold  for 


one  term  of  public  service  or  five  years*, 
whichever  is  the  longer.  If  the  member 
continues  to  serve  after  the  five-year  period, 
then  he  will  be  expected  to  resign  his  uni- 
versity post.  If,  thereafter,  he  wishes  to 
return  to  the  University,  his  appointment 
shall  be  by  a procedure  similar  to  that  used 
for  an  original  appointment.  Arrangements 
involving  part-time  leave  of  absence  may 
be  renewed  beyond  the  five-year  period  so 
long  as  the  duties  of  the  member  of  staff 
to  the  University  do  not  suffer. 

( 7 ) After  the  expiry  of  his  term  of  public 
service,  the  member  of  staff,  if  he  has  not 
resigned  from  the  University  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  (6),  shall  return  to 
the  University  without  reduction  in  rank, 
and  it  shall  be  incumbent  on  the  Chairman 
of  his  Department  to  arrange  his  programme 
so  as  to  facilitate  his  return  to  full  academic 
effectiveness. 

(8)  These  conditions  shall  not  preclude 
the  possibility  of  making  other  mutually 
acceptable  arrangements. 


*This  five  years  is  a somewhat  arbitrary  estimate  of  the  period  after  which  the  professor 
may  be  considered  to  have  entered  the  political  profession  fully  and  the  period  after  which 
he  may  be  sufficiently  out  of  touch  with  his  field  to  warrant  his  having  to  be  reinstated  by 
the  normal  method  of  entry  to  professorial  rank. 


Research 

The  Research  Board 

and  The  Office  of  Research  Administration 


Research  is  an  integral  part  not  only  of 
the  training  of  Graduate  Students  but  also 
of  the  life  of  a majority  of  members  of  the 
University  Staff.  The  relationships  thus  estab- 
lished raise  problems  which  are  not  only 
academic  but  involve  general  University 
policy  which  must  be  formulated  by  Staff 
and  administrative  personnel  working  in 
close  co-operation.  To  this  end,  the  President 
established  in  1965  the  Research  Board 
which  divides  into  three  Committees: 

( a ) Humanities  and  Social  Sciences 

( b ) Pure  and  Applied  Sciences 

( c ) Health  Sciences 

corresponding  roughly  to  differences  of  in- 
ternal and  external  approach  to  research 
support.  The  Board  establishes  principles 
which  are  implemented  by  the  Office  of 
Research  Administration  whose  main  re- 
sponsibilities may  be  outlined  as  follows: 

1.  To  act  as  a liaison  body  between  the 
University  and  granting  agencies,  and  sign 
on  behalf  of  the  University  all  applications 


for  outside  research  support  (see  the  Office 
of  Research  Administration  Pamphlet).  Value 
judgments  are  made  in  the  Departments  and 
Faculties  concerned,  so  that  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Office  of  Research  Administra- 
tion is  to  examine  the  applications  to  see 
that  the  proposals  conform  to  University 
policy  and  verify  that  the  terms  of  a given 
grant  or  contract  are  carried  out. 

2.  To  administer  the  University  Patent 
Policy  which  may  be  summarized  briefly 
as  follows: 

( i ) The  prime  objectives  of  the  University 
of  Toronto  are  teaching,  research  and 
publication,  and  these  scholarly  interests 
should  always  be  given  first  consideration. 

(ii)  Faculty  members,  employees  and 
students  of  the  University  of  Toronto  who 
make  inventions  in  connection  with  their 
work  in  the  University  should  consult 
their  Supervisor  or  Department  Head  with 
respect  to  the  possible  exploitation  of 
such  inventions  and  are  required  to  do 
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so  if  the  invention  arises  from  research 
supported  by  an  external  grant. 

(Hi)  The  University  has  an  interest  in  any 
invention  which  results  from  research  sup- 
ported by  funds  or  utilizing  facilities  ad- 
ministered by  the  University,  and  in  many 
cases  has  specific  obligations  with  respect 
to  the  inventions.  Therefore,  any  agree- 
ment to  assign  or  license  an  invention  in 
these  categories  must  be  approved  by  the 
University. 

(iv)  Members  of  the  University  may  par- 
ticipate in  the  financial  benefits  of  their 
inventions  under  conditions  set  out  in  the 
Patent  Policy  of  the  University. 

Copies  of  the  complete  Policy  are  obtainable 
from  the  Office  of  Research  Administration. 

3.  To  administer  the  University  Policy 
relating  to  research  and  teaching  involving 
the  testing  of  human  subjects  as  outlined 
below: 

All  applications  for  internal  or  external 
support  must  be  approved  by  ( i ) the  Head 
of  the  Department,  School,  Centre  or  Insti- 
tute in  which  the  Principal  Investigator  is 
working;  (it)  the  Dean  of  the  appropriate 
Faculty;  (Hi)  a Review  Committee  con- 
sisting of : 

( a ) Two  or  more  persons  having  knowledge 
of  the  subject  under  investigation  but  not 
connected  with  the  project,  nominated  by 
the  Head  of  the  Department  concerned. 
Where  the  research  is  being  conducted  in 
a hospital,  the  nomination  will  be  made 
by  the  appropriate  Chief  of  Service; 

(b)  A person  appointed  by  the  Human 
Testing  Sub-Committee  to  represent  the 
Administration  of  the  University.  This 
person  is  to  have  legal  training  whenever 
possible; 

(c)  One  or  more  additional  members  may 
be  appointed  by  the  Dean  of  the  appro- 
priate Faculty  or  by  the  Head  of  the 
School,  Centre  or  Institute  concerned. 
The  Committee  will  meet  with  the  Prin- 
cipal Investigator  to  review  the  application 


to  determine  the  following  points: 

(a)  That  the  rights  and  welfare  of  the 
individual  or  individuals  involved  are  pro- 
tected. 

(b)  That  the  degree  of  information  com- 
municated and  the  methods  used  to 
secure  informed  consent  are  appropriate. 

(c)  That  the  risks  do  not  outweigh  the 
potential  benefits  of  the  investigation. 

4.  To  administer  the  Internal  Research 
Funds  at  the  disposition  of  the  Committees 
of  the  Research  Board. 

5.  To  provide  the  Chief  Accountant  with 
a list  of  those  members  of  the  Staff  eligible 
to  receive  Summer  Supplements  on  terms 
approved  by  the  President  and  the  Research 
Board. 

6.  To  act  as  a registration  centre  for  all 
Post-Doctorate  Fellows  in  the  University. 

7.  To  approve  for  income  tax  purposes, 
all  tax-free  Fellowships  awarded  from  re- 
search funds. 

There  are  certain  general  problems  which 
arise  in  connection  with  the  acceptance  of 
outside  research  support  which  remain  un- 
resolved. Perhaps  the  most  important  is  the 
decision  as  to  the  responsibility  of  a sponsor 
for  covering  the  indirect  costs  of  a given 
project.  The  difficulty  arises  here  in  assessing 
such  costs  on  an  equitable  basis,  equitable 
not  only  to  the  sponsor  and  the  Principal 
Investigator  but  to  the  University  at  large. 
After  careful  consideration,  and  in  view  of 
the  wide  diversity  of  policy  in  granting 
agencies,  the  Board  of  Governors  has 
accepted  the  suggestion  of  the  Research 
Board  and  instructed  the  Office  of  Research 
Administration  to  ask  each  applicant  for  a 
grant  or  contract  to  include  in  his  budget 
25%  of  the  total  cost  as  a contribution  to 
the  indirect  expenses  of  the  University.
